HONOR." OPPOSITION PAPERS, INCLUDING CUMHURIYET AND PRO- 
ECEVIT BARIS, GAVE TOP PLAY TO A STATEMENT BY ECEVIT FOLLOWING 
HIS INTERVIEW WEDNESDAY WITH PRESIDENT KORUTURK IN WHICH HE 
DECLARED THAT THE PHILOSOPHY OF THE DEMIREL GOVERNMENT IS 
"CONTRARY TO THE REALITY OF THE TIMES". A TELEVISION INTERVIEW

STRENGTHS, HE SAID, WERE PROPERLY EXPLOITED BY THE 

ECEVIT GOVERNMENT IN SUCH ISSUES AS POLLY CULTIVATION AND THE
